Stalemate  at  Berlin 


THE  RiK  Four  Berlin  conference  ended 
on  a note  of  optimism.  That  is  to  say 
each  of  the  foreign  ministers  concerned 
spoke  confidently  of  the  future.  Mr. 
Dulles  foresees  the  possibility  of  Korean 
unify:  Mr.  Eden  thinks  the  projected  talks 
noxr  April  might  mark  a step  forward; 
Mr.  Rideault  believes  the  conference  con- 
tributed to  an  easing  of  tension:  Mr.  Molo- 
tov asserts  that  the  big  four  nations  now 
understand  one  another  bettor.  This  was 
all  in  the  vein  customary  at  the  end  of  an 
international  conference. 

Actually  nothing  happened  to  support 
any  such  optimism.  The  Berlin  conference 
was  a failure,  and  no  good  purpose  is 
served  by  pretending  otherwise.  Smooth 
generalities  are  the  traditional  manner  of 
Hosing  such  meetings  in  order  that  dele- 
gates do  not  denart  with  a show  of  acri- 
mony. Vet  all  three  of  the  western 
foreign  ministers  are  doubtless  deeply 
disappointed,  as  will  be  thinking  people 
in  each  of  their  countries.  Nothing  on  the 
agenda  was  resolved. 

After  100  hours  of  debate  all  that 


emerged  was  an  agreement  to  hold  an- 
other and  bigger  meeting  at  Geneva  next 
April.  This  time  the  focus  of  attention 
will  l>e  the  Far  East,  particularly  Korea 
and  Indo-Ghina.  and  delegates  will  include 
besides  the  Rig  Four  representatives  those 
from  Red  China  and  North  Korea  and 
the  nations  which  fought  in  the  Korean 
war.  There  is  little  to  suggest  that  20 
nations  will  do  belter  than  the  four  repit*- 
sonfed  in  Berlin. 

This  is  to  take  the  bleak  view  perhaps, 
hut  the  realistic  one.  Mr.  Molotov  demon- 
strated that  Russia  will  not  relax  her  grip 
anvwhere  she  has  a hold.  The  west  could 
not  persuade  her  to  free  either  Soviet- 
occupied  Austria  or  Germany,  which  like 
nine  other  European  states  are  contained 
relentlessly  in  the  Russia  orbit.  The 
promise  that  Korea  can  be  unified  or  the 
Indn-(  hina  conflict  settled  on  any  hut 
Soviet  terms  is  scant.  The  saving  grace 
is  that  the  protagonists  at  least  meet  to 
talk,  thus  maintaining  a status  quo  which 
though  precarious  serves  to  keep  the  guns 
silent.  That  is  the  only  gain. 


Respect  for  Property 


ONE  of  the  most  commonly  heard  com- 
plaints by  the  older  general  ions 
against  the  younger,  and  against  modern 
methods  of  upbringing,  is  that  nf  disre- 
spect for  the  property  of  others.  The 
usual  retort  is  that  children  today  are  no 
worse  than  they  used  to  tie.  and  that 
those  who  Iterate  them  must  have  forgot- 
ten their  own  youth  No  doubt  there  is 
a strong  element  of  truth  in  that,  for  even 
in  biblical  times  it  was  the  custom  the 
eiders  to  accuse  the  children  of  precisely 
the  <ame  faults  that  are  condemned  today. 

Vet  in  this  age  of  statistical  compari- 
sons there  appears  to  l>e  hlark-and-white 
support  for  the  jaundiced  view  of  modern 
youth  which  is  taken  by  some.  Figures 
recently  published  in  Ottawa  tend  to  show 
that  in  the  past  dorado  there  has  been  a 
marked  deterioration  in  juvenile  regard 
for  the  property  of  other  people.  Accord- 
ing to  a statist  keel  review  nf  juvenile  delin- 
quency. offenses  hv  minors  against  prop- 


erty in  19*12  made  up  34  per  rent  of  all 
juvenile  court  convictions.  By  1952  the 
proportion  had  risen  to  11  per  cent,  with 
LM  per  cent  of  the  cases  involving  violence. 

About  the  time  these  statistics  were 
issued  in  Canada,  the  New  York  board  of 
education  reported  that  it  was  costing 
$500,000  a year— or  enough  to  build  one 
new  elementary  school  every  three  years 
—merely  to  repair  wilful  damage  to  school 
property.  This  bill  of  damages  the  board 
attributed  to  inherent  and  widespread 
disrespeet  for  property. 

These  are  sobering  reflections  for 
parents.  A child's  first  encounter  with  the 
principles  of  property  occurs  in  thr  home 
about  the  time  when  he  first  starts  to 
crawl.  If  respect  is  not  inculcated  from 
then  on.  he  is  apt  to  acquire  it  the  much 
harder  and  more  tragic  way  in  later  vears. 
as  records  of  the  .juvenile  and  adult  courts 
of  fhis  and  other  countries  show  ail  too 
plainly.

One  MP,  Stanley 
Knowles  I CCF  — 

Winnipeg  North  Centre*  has  prom- 
ised to  bring  up  the  embarrassing 
question  in  the  House  committee  uri 
rules  Knowles  wants  an  official  ice- 
oid  kept  of  actual  attendance  e.i*  h 
day,  so  the  new  $60  penalty  won  t 
put  a further  premium  on  forgot- 
fulness. 

Specifically,  Knowles  likes  the 
system  followed  in  the  Senate,  where 
daily  records  are  kept  and  where,  if 
a senator  is  ill  in  Ottawa,  he  has  to 
report  in  by  telephone  once  a day 
or  have  his  indemnity  flocked. 
Knowles  is  urging  adoption  nf  a im- 
liar  procedure  in  the  Commons  do- 
spite  the  anomaly  that  he.  a member 
of  a party  committed  to  abolish  the 
Senate  should  be  taking  a lesson 
from  the  Upper  House. 


When  Ml's  got  only  $6,000  a year,
